FONTANET WAKES 


UP TO DISASTER 


People There Just Beginningto Real- 


ize Appalling Catastrophe That 


Has Overtaken Them. 


LITTLE BLACK VILLAGE HEARSE IS 


Fontanet. Ind., Oct. 17.—The real 


sombreness 
of 
Tuesday's 
disaster 


cast itself over Fontanet today for the 
first time. The blowing up of the Du 
Pont powder mills and the resultant 
destruction of the town was so full of 
the dramatic that people here, even 
(he survivors of the mills, did not 
realize how largely death had come 
among them. 


Today the one little black hearse 


began jorneying to the grave yard on 
the hill north of town and it will go 
that way often within the next forty- 
eight hours. 
Little Black Hearse Back and Forth. 


The effect of (ho frequent going 


and coming of the little black hearse 
makes Fontanet realize the real mag- 
nitude 
of 
the 
disaster. 
The one 


bright ray in the situation here today 
is the marked reduction in the list of 
the dead. 
Powder mill employes to 


the number of seven or eight, 
who 


were reported dead, have come out. 
of tlieir stupor to tell friends they are 
alive. 


Surprises of this nature found their 


climax this morning when A^ldlson 
Webster and Samuel Cothrell appear- 
ed on the streets as if risen from the 
dead. 
Both men were powUer mill 


employes and both hart sons 
who 


were killed in the mill explosion. This 
morning Webster and Cothrell were 
found sitting on coffins in front of the 
undertaking shop. 


Unmindful of Morbid Rumor. 


When told that they were reported 


among the dead they made no com- 
ment. Both mourn the loss of sons, 
one of whom, Frank Cothrell. has not 
been found. 
Ho is supposed to bo 


buried in the ashes of the mill or hag 
been blown to atoms. 
Merle Web- 


ster, the son of Addison Webster, was 
found yesterday on the hill above the 
valley 
of 
death. 
Young Webster's 


body was literally blown to pieces and 
ivas identified by his father only aft- 
er n. careful examination of the frag- 
ments.- 


The search of the ruins was re- 


sumed this morning under the direc- 
tion of C. V. Ferriday, superintend- 
ent of'the Wilmington, Del., plant of 
the Du Pont, company. 


Girard Blown to Atoms. 


The most mysterious case is that, of 


August Girard, who drove a truck be- 
tween two of 
the 
mills. 
Girard's 


mule lived through the explosion, but 
It is believed that his body was scat- 
tered to the four winds as not a sin- 
gle atom of his body has been found. 
The body of Samuel Nevins is still 
among the missing. 
The funeral ot 


James Biggs marked the beginning of 
Ihe funeral processions that must fre- 
quently pass during 
the 
next few 


days. Biggs -was burled at. 10 o'clock 
this morning. People (locked to his 
wrecked home on a hill almost two 
miles from the explosion. 
Funeral 


services were conducted under the 
direction *>f the United Powder Work- 
ers' union. No. 101. ot which the dead 
man was a member. 


Funeral of Brothers. 


This afternoon the funerals of W. E. 


C. 
Cress 
and 
Frederick 
Cress, 


brothers, occurred at Rosedale and 
was attended by members of the Pow- 
der Makers' union. The body of Syl- 
vester Dial was shipped to his home 
at St. Elmo, Ills., this afternoon. The 
body of P. .T. Carroll 
was sent to 


Greonup, Ills., his home today. 
A 


large tent, has been erected opposite 
the wrecked Methodist church, where 
fiuieral services over the bodies of 
the dead powder mill workers will be 
held. At a meeting attended by the 
surviving 
members of the Powder 


Makers' union and representatives of 
the DuPonts this morning, 
arrange- 


ments were made for the burial of the 
dead. 


DuPonts Pay for Funerals. 


The DuPonts have issued an order 


that all funeral expenses shall lie 
charged to them. The union held a 
meeting at the Knights of Pythias hall 
last night, to make arrangements for 
the burial of their brothers. It "was 
a pitiful handful, six in all. that 
gathered there. They were the only 
members of the union not killed or 
seriously injured out of an organiza- 
tion of seventy-two members. These 
fortunate powder workers were in the 
night shift and were.not within range 
of the powder's death dealing crash. 
They sat around on boxes and talked 
of the disaster in a hushed whisper. 
Only a week ago the union had a 
meeting and at. it there was almost a 
full representation of the 
member- 


ship. The Odd Fellows and Knights 
of Pythias had brothers who were 
Idlled and they are doing everything 
in their power for the comfort of the 
bereaved. 


Union Does Heroic Work. 


The spirit of brotherhood is shown 


to be a blessing at. a timo like this, 
as the local union of the United Mine 
Workers is doing an heroic work in 
the relief of the destitute. 
A com- 


mittee of the coal miners' union has 
headquarters in a millinery store and 
from there Is distributing relief In the 
shape of provisions. • Money and food 
Is coming in from many points tn the 
country 
and 
is 
being 
welcomed. 


When Governor Hanly announced that, 
he had received an order to draw on 
the DuPont. company for $5,000 for 
the relief of the injured and destitute 
It. made good feeling prevail among 
the people of this stricken ' town. 
Terre Haute has sent large financial 
nid and Indianapolis has done a good 
part toward the sufferings. 


No Liquor Can Be Sold. 


Major H. T. Conde, in command of 


the two companies of the Indiana na- 
tional guard now stationed here, today 
published an order to the effect that 
no liquors shall bo sold. There are 
eleven saloons In the town and all 
were preparing to re-open. The sa- 
loons at Coal Bluff, three miles east 
of here, will come under this order as 
the limits fixed by the order cover all 
points within three miles of Fontanet. 
The work of re-constructing Fontauet 
has begun in earnest. 
Mechanics 


from all the surrounding towns are 
coming into help with the work and 
material is arriving on every train. 
The material most, needed at. this time 
is glass with brick and motar running 
a close second. 
There are few un- 


broken windows in the town and not. 
a single chimney is standing and fit 
for use. 


Lodges Lose Everything. 


The Knights of Pythias and Odd 


Fellows have suffered an almost total 
loss of their lodge room furnishings 
and paraphernalia. 
Every business 


house has been damaged and It is be- 
lieved that only about, one-third .of the 
residences can be repaired so as to be 
habitable. There is si ill a scarcity of 
food and water in Fontanet. a condi- 
tion that will probably remain for sev- 
eral days. 
Only one restaurant has 


been reopened, but it is feeding only 
those who are working in the ruins or 
on reconstruction. The thousands of 
visitors who have thronged the town 
since the disaster have had to go hun- 
gry or pay big prices for food. 


Death List Reduced. 


The list of dead was reduced to 


thirty-one this afternoon when it was 
discovered that. John Bobo. George 
Hodge, William Hodge. Frank Dial 
and Mrs. Audrey Owsicy. slstcr-ln-law 
of Superintendent Monahan, are liv- 
ing and are being cared for in neigh- 
boring 
farmhouses. 
Mrs. 
Owsley's 


two sisters, Mrs. Monahan and Mrs. 
Ethel Taylor, were killed, but she es- 
caped. 


CHILDREN 
WANDERED AWAY. 


Terro Haute, Ind.. Oct. 17.—Coroner

Harriman Says War on Rail- 


roads Simply Has Got 


to Cease. 


Chicago, Oct. 17.—Whon the annual 


meeting of the Illinois Central stock- 
holders reconvened today it was evi- 
dent that tho chances of a vote on 
tho directors was small. 


The proxy committee, which work- 


ed for the greater part of the night, 
had by tho timo tho mooting opened 
gone only fhrough the letters A and 
H and gotten a little way Into C. At 
the rate of progress thus far made by 
tho company a vote can hardly bo 
reached boforo some (imo on Friday. 


The Harriman faction was anxious 


for a "show down" when it was evi- 
dent that, the vote could not. be taken 
Immediately. 
Mr. Cromwell proposed 


that all the proxies bo submitted to 
tho meeting as they stood, and that 
a test of strength lie had in this way. 
Judge Farrar, for Mr. Fish, objected 
to this as useless, saying thai, it was 
known that, 
many 
revocations 
of 


proxies had been given and that l.ho 
"show-down'' would not. lie an actual 
teat of strength. 
He contended that 


the method of checking the proxies 
as the committee is now doing it. was 
the only safe and propor way to man- 
age the affair. 


A touching expression of (ho mutual 


confidence entertained by the warring 
factions was shown last night, when 
both the Harrim;;n and Fish proxies 
were placed in one of. tho vaults in 
the Illinois Central office. 
Both sides 


promptly placed 
watchmen outside 


the vault and there remained on duty 
until tho proxy committee called for 
the papers today. 


Fish Declines the Show-Down. 


During the debate between the at- 


torneys that, preceded tho. calling to 
order of tho meeting, Mr. .Cromwell 
proposed again that a ."show-down" 
should bo had. He asked that all the 
proxies of both sides be- thrown on the 
table In the stockholders' 
meeting, 


and that the conflicting proxies should 
be ruled out 
This would kill off all 


the revocations and the proposition 
was emphatically refused by the attor- 
neys for Mr. Fish. 


An hour after the scheduled time 


the meeting was called to order by 
President Harahan, who said: 


"Tho proxy committee is not. ready 


to report and we will wait a few min- 
utes to see If they can give us any- 
thing definite before we adjourn." 


Mr. Harriman Airs His Views. 


The meeting then settled down to 


another period of waiting and during 
this time Mr. Harriman 
pulled his 


chair up to the press table and de- 
clared that, he believed that; it would 
be an excellent thing for tho country 
if co-operation could be secured be- 
tween the conflicting int.eres.t3.without 
recourse 
to such examinations as 


aro conducted by the inter-state com- 
merce commission and 
similar in- 


quisitorial bodies. 


"The attacks on capital that have 


been going on throughout, tho country 
for so long, " ho declared, "are enough 
to make a man sick. The. country is 
tired of it, and tho newspaper must, 
gel. something else to print or they 
will not sell any U.ngor. 
The thing 


for the parties tn do is to hold a con- 
ference with representatives of tho 
press present, and in that manner 
avoid all this flood of oxparto sta,to-

"None can anticipate the period or 


process ol political preparation. Dur- 
ing my last visit I was of the opinion 
that it would take considerably longer 
than a generation. 
My views remain 


unchanged. 
We 
are engaged in a 


great experiment that no other nation 
has attempted. Hence it would be un- 
wise to fix a period when the experi- 
ment must succeed. 
Our Philippine 


policy has been widely criticised by 
some as too hasty and as too foolish- 
ly confident in the capacity of the Fil- 
ipinos, resulting in the so-called dis- 
astrous result of the elections. Oth- 
ers demand the immediate granting of 
self-government. 


"The civil government was inaugu- 


rated before the close of the war and 
it began inauspiclously. 
There has 


been a strong minority party in tbe 
United States denouncing our policy 
and expressing sympathy with armed 
enemies, and aspiring to make the is- 
lands independent. 
This 
prolonged 


the war, encouraged sullcnness. and 
obstructed the 
development of the 


government. 
Hence arose a contro- 


versy concerning political 
capacity. 


This tended to divert the people's at- 
tention from the existing government. 
Although useful 
participation 
must 


measure progress and fitness for au- 
tonomy the difference between the at- 
titude of an irresponsible critic, who 
fans the easily aroused prejudices of 
a people against an alien government, 
and that of one attempting to formu- 
late beneficial legislation is a health- 
ful lesson for ambitious statesmen." 


Gives Hopes to Sugar Planters. 
Mr. Taft referred in detail to the 


numerous obstructive influences and 
misfortunes, including the failure of 
congress to admit Philippine sugar 
and tobacco to the United States free 
of duty. He anticipated that the next 
congress would secure a compromise, 
restoring the former prosperity of the 
planters, but limiting the importation, 
thus allaying the fears of the oppo- 
nents ot the plan. He added: 


"Finally, considering all the obsta- 


cles and I he present conditions. 1 feel 
profound satisfaction. I believe our 
policy will be fully vindicated. 
We 


have fulfilled the promises of Presi- 
dents McKinley and Roosevelt by ex- 
tending political control through the 
municipal code and provincial organi- 
zation. I do not agree with the critics 
claiming that the franchise should be 
the last privilege granted in develop- 
ing a people. 


"The electorate under the Philip- 


pine law sufficiently appreciates its 
own interests to make the exercise of 
political 
power a 
useful 
training. 


Moreover, the 
franchise 
produces 


tranquility. 
The importance of the 


army Is not minimized, but. the ac- 
quiescence ot the Filipinos in the gov- 
ernment was largely influenced by 
the prospects of participation in it. 


America Won't Sell Islands. 


"The Islands are now tranquil. Gen- 


eral education spreads encouragingly. 
11 nil the schools have half a million 
children. 
The department of health 


loaches the, necessity for sanitation. 
Cattle are protected and a serious re- 
currence of pests is Impossible. The 
judiciary lias boon firmly established. 
Public Improvements progress satis- 
factorily, and railroad construction 
advances rapidly In Ihreo of the is- 
lands." 


Rofcrring to the civil service Mr. 


Taft. said: 
"1 would bo glad lo see 


I he assembly 
advocate a system of 


permanent, tenure of office and pen- 
sions. 
The exports are 
Increasing 


and the condition of finances and the 
currency arc satisfactory. 
Business 


is reviving. 
Foreign capital Is grad- 


ually Increasing and the greatest re- 
quirement

provement is the continuance of con- 
servatism by the. government*. I am

strengthen instead of weaken conser- 
vatism. 
"Those crediting the rumors of the 


sale of the

favor our great altruistic policy. Our 
obligations present only two alterna- 
tives—either the 
permanent

tenance of popular government, under 
American control, or the giving of 
control to the Filipinos when they are 
fitted. 


Assembly a Vital Factor. 


"I believe the assembly is a logical 


step of President McKinley's policy, 
and that It is not radical. The pow- 
er to absolutely veto legislation, ex- 
cept appropriations, and the power to 
Initiate proposed laws is a substan- 
tial test. Critics not supporting our 
policy feel that the results of the 
election Indicate excessive haste. 
I 


differ entirely with them. The small 
vote compared with the total electoral 
shows that many were qualified who 
did not. vote. Indicating indifference 
and timidity, but this does not sup- 
port the assumption that as the as- 
sembly proves Its usefulness the elec- 
tors will not increase. 


No Bitterness In His Mind. 


"Although 
the 
government 
was 


charged with favoring one party, no 
one says that the executive Influenced 
the election. The complaints of fraud 
and violence are insignificant. A ma- 
jority elected immediately independ 
ence disciples, but when fully consid- 
ered the majority is small. However, 
assuming a decided majority of im- 
mediatists the result is one I thought 
possible even when urging the cre- 
ation of the assembly. If it indicated 
that a majority were irreconeilables, 
obstructing the government, it would 
be discouraging, but T am confident, 
that the majority desires the govern- 
ment to exist for the benefit of the 


Filipinos. 
They are thus generally 


conservative. 


"I have been reported as coming to 


express bitter and threatening words 
on account of the elections. Nothing 
is falser. I am filled with a spirit of 
friendliness and encouragement. You 
will properly study public economy 
and the numerous bureaus, but I hone 
the utility of the bureaus' functions 
will be thoroughly investigated. 
It 


would bo wise to prepare a recom- 
mendation to congress concerning the 
customs. 
As you conduct your pro- 


ceedings and 
shape 
legislation on

At the outset he denounced what 
he termed mnliclous and wilful misrep- 
resentation of the acts of public or prom- 
inent men by the press, and. nl'tcr de- 
claring his belief that lianKlng should be 
the punishment meted out to proved II- 
belers, continued: 
Called "Crowning Baseness."

distinguished ns to assure plimancy and 
a market for inventions, and then, craft- 
ily avoiding suable lib.-l and relying for 
fuller protection on the victim's known 
kindliness, industry and diKnity. proceed- 
ing to vivisect him for pay.

HOW AUTUMN LEAVES ABE 


PRINTED FOE DECORATIVE USE 


Printing autumn leaves so their 


rich color will be preserved is an at- 
tractive kind of handwork. 


September 
and October are the 


months when nature paints the trees 
and hedgerows in her own inimitable 
manner, and while we enjoy their 
beaut}' we are haunted by the know- 
ledge that our enjoyment is but tran- 
sient, and that the lovely tints will 
vanish. 
However, little known as it 


is. there is a method by which last- 
color printing from leaves can be ob- 
tained, and the charming results may 
be applied to numbers of decorative 
objects, such as borders, frames and 
terra cotta ware. 


The process is as follows: 
Having 


procured the leaves to 
work on, 


which, by the way, must not be too 
large nor yet too small, get a sheet of 
foolscap paper and some cartridge 
paper; cut this latter intn sizes which 
will take the leaves and leave an all 
round margin. This paper can also be 
doubled on itself so as to take the up- 
per and lower surfaces of tin leaves. 


Now get some tubes of oil colors, a 


little sweet oil. a quarter of a yard of 
very fine nainsook muslin, some cot- 
ton wool (also fine) and some twine. 
Make a pad of cotton wool placed in 


two folds of muslin, and with thii 
dabber spread the paint, which h;u,^ 
been well diluted with oil, thinly and 
evenly over the foolscap paper. Bear 
In mind not to put too much paint ot 
the paper or dabber, or the result will 
be blotchy. 


Next proceed to take an impression. 


Place a leaf on a sheet of clean papei 
and strike it with the dabber, coverinq 
both the face and back. Now lift the 
leaf by the stalk and place it between 
two layers of cartridge paper, rub 
with the thumb and forefinger. The 
result is a soft and 
beautiful im- 


pression which shows every vein and 
marking in the leaf. Be sure to ex- 
ercise care as regards pressure, and 
let all parts of the surface receive an 
equal amount of force. 


The colors used can he according 


to taste. The particular tint of the 
leaf can he mixed in paint and with 
autumn leaves two dabbers can be 
used to cover the parts with their re- 
spective colors. Burnt sienna, dull 
blue and scarlet look good and the 
leaves can be cut out when finished 
and arranged decorativcly. Any sur- 
face can be used for impressions, pro- 
vided it is not glazed, and for terra 
cotta use an extra allowance of color.

RESIGNS HIS BANK 


PRESIDENCY.

cial circles since the settlement of his 
long drawn out litigation 
with the 


Amalgamated Copper interests over 
Helnze's Montana properties. It was 
understood that he received a large 
sum in cash as part of the settlement 
agreed upon. It was soon afterward 
that he became president of the Mer- 
cantile National bank, one of the large 
financial institutions of the city. Late 
last night there was a conference on 
the situation at the home of Charles 
W. Morse, who also is heavily inter- 
ested in the bank. At the close of this 
conference it was rumored that F. 
Augustus Heinze had agreed to resign 
the bank's presidency today and that 
he would be succeeded by Wm- B. 
Ridgeley. controller of the currency. 
Mr. Ridgeley. however, denied that he 
had accepted the presidency of the 
bank. 
While the rumor of Helnze's 


resignation was entirely unofficial, it 
was circumstantial 
in that it was 


stated that a meeting of the bank's 
directors would be held today. 


A Picturesque Figure. 


F. Augustus Heinze Is one of the 


most picturesque antl remarkable fig- 
ures in American finance. A gradu- 
ate of the Columbia school of mines, 
he went west almost without capital, 
and began the development of copper 
properties which 
brought him into 


conflict with the great Anaconda com- 
pany, now a part of the Amalgamated 
Copper company. This conflict lasted 
for years and was fought out from 
court to court, until a year ago a com- 
promise was effected. 
The terms of 


the peace agreement were not made 
public, but it was known that Heinze 
received enough as his share to make 
him several limes a millionaire. 


F. Augustus Heinze said this morn- 


Ing: 


"I am considering resigning from 


the presidency of the Merchantlle Na- 
tional bank, but whether my resigna- 
tion will be tendered at the meeting 
of the board of directors today I can- 
not say. The troubles of .the United 
Copper company 
are 
Internal and 


•were brought about by differences be- 
tween certain Interests. I have much 
to do at this time in bringing about a

"Sometimes a railroad may be tech- 


nically guilty of violation of the law 
when It is not so in spirit. A recent 
example of this Is the overflowing of 
the Colorado rrver along the line of 
the Southern Pacific railway. 
The 


government-"was not inclined to take 
up the problem of forcing the river 
back into its banks, and turned the 
job over to us and we paid for all of 
it. 


He Cites an Instance. 


"When we came to ship material 


out there the Colorado Improvement 
company asked for a rate on the stuff 
which was to be used in damming the 
river. We quoted them the same rate 
that the railroad would charge against 
itself for the transportation of its own 
material. Technically this was a vio- 
lation of the law because it was a 
lower rate than would be given ordi- 
narily to other people In the same 
business as 
the Colorado Improve- 


ment company. Practically, however, 
as we paid for everything, we were 
only making the usual rate that we 
make to ourselves. Now on a parti- 
san statement of the facts, that affair 
could be twisted into a violation of 
the law if no explanation was afford- 
ed. It Is to avoid such misconstruc- 
tion on similar circumstances that I 
deplore these constant investigations, 
and I believe that it is the newspa- 
pers of the country which can best 
create a healthier condition of public 
opinion."

Saving* Concern at Butte Suspends 


Temporarily. 


Helonn. Mont.. Oct. -17.—A dis- 


patch from Butto says that because 
of the suspension of what are known 
as tho Helnzo brokerage firms in 
New York a run was started today 
on tho state savings bank, In which 
Helnzn Is tho leading stock holder 
and a director and that bank avail- 
ing Itself of the thirty days' privilege, 
closed Its doors. None of the banks, 
It is said are affected. 
They ex- 


perienced no runs. 


The deposits of the bank are In 


the vicinity of $3,500,000 and of the

Union Pacific In the first forty-five min- 
utes of trading sold down to 116%. Amal- 
gamated Cnpper to 4S%, Reading to 86X. 
St. Paul to 112%. and Northern Pacific 
to 1115. 
Sentiment 
was further 
unsettled by 
news of tho failure of Haller. Sohle & 
Co., an old banking firm of Hamburg. 
Berirmny. with liabilities of from $3,500,- 
000 to $4.000,000. Tnls firm did a large 
business with European industrial con- 
cerns. 
Towards 1 o'clock there was a rnlly In 
the market and a somewhat more cheer- 
ful feeling prevailed among the brokers 
who took the vliw that the market had 
acted better In thu first hour than might 
have been expected. It was said also that 
nil of the weak points In the bank situa- 
tion had been taken care of and the In- 
dividual necessities of one very promi- 
nent capitalist had been supplied. 
The 
total sales of stocks In the first hour 
was 332.760 shares. 
Blocks made a good recovery when It 
became known that all sheets had passed 
tho stock exchange clearing house suc- 
cessfully, thus Indicating that no fail- 
ures had occurred. 
The market settled 
Into a nuleter tone after that.
